matter, qu'.te suhcrdlsate to the ptrty ageny 
about tfg t'H. This S'.ate deliberately re- 
fused to bare anything to do with secession, 
and threw all her t tl >r s agninst 1 1. Sie never 
failed in the darktst hcur to stand by Ihe 
Government sgiicst the rebellion; but she has 
received ncthlcg t«t curse* lor her devotion 
to the Union, fehe would not bow to parly, 
and reverse at party dictation the record ot 
life. B'jc is rot loya', for one only reaior, 
she is not AhoiiiicB. 

Not very lorg ao we were told that this 
Union c.uld not tx'tst part free a=d part 
•l|ve; ttit it was a house divided against it- 
self. The Abclit'.orists preached this doc- 
trine, ar.d the Stceeeionista adopted it. As tbe 
UaioB did tx.et part free and ptrt slave 
S'-atn, w? did not accept the new doctrine, 
which ttu!d only end In revelation. The 
Union men denounced this doctrine as dis- 
union ism, »s dangerc us to the peace and in- 
tegrity of the country. They were sneered at 
by both extreme* as Union-saver*. 

A few yesrs have changed all this. Tbe dis 
unionists who pronounced tbe Union under 
the Conctitution impossible are new the Uaion 
pwty. 

The only te*t of loyalty to the country now 
is a determination to discard the condition* 
upon which the Union was founded, and 
adopt the new doctrtee that free *cd slave 
State* cannot live together. The State* must 
be made by force all free. So this end is ac 
romp'ished, it is no matter about the means. 
If the masse* sre diEfracchised, and a few 
hold power, I j military interference, it Is all 
rlicb' and patriotic. 

These m-i call themselves the Union party, 
and set up their dcemas as a test of loyalty 
Ail principle* of government are set at naught, 
and all means are jastifl*ble to rerch the ob- 
ect of uniformi'y in the i«s i utiocs of States. 
State rL'V.s, so highly valued by tbe genera- 
tion o' 177C, by the generations of states- 
men that followed, are scofl.d at aspeatilent 
heret-les. 

How far Inere force may avail In sn)>jagat 
log lb*> mind* of men and icrcicg consent 
over the population of half, continent, re- 
mains to be seen. 

We have no faith at all In the experiment 
We don't know of any divine right ot a party 
to lorce upon any community any political cr 
domestic institutions, or to compel the aban- 
donment of any such institutions. There is 
no righ'. in it except might. Instead of this 
seal for party ideas, which Is only the 
prompUngs of r>»rty ambition, we ask that ra 
Uonal means to restore this Union be adopt- 
ed This Union was made by conference and 
concession, not by a defiance of the sentiments 
and prejndicss of Slate*. It is not yet 
demonstrated that any other sort of Uoion is 
a pc*tibiilty. Peace commissioners are said to 
appointed. After they ask Davis & Co. to 
give up secession front the Union, they have 
another demand to make. Ton most submit 
to a party demand in addition. Free and 
•lave Suites cannot live in the same govern 
•neat together. Yon must, likewiee give np 
slavery. No acceptance of the Union, no de- 
votion to It. will do, unless you concede this 
party demand. Oi eonrse, there is an end of 
egotiation, and the war must go cn. The 
rebellion is nearly broken down, it U said, and 
an unconditional surrender rill answer the pur< 
pose; bnt when may we look fcr that nncon 
The dominant party as- 
sure ns it is near at hand, and if the success 
of the military could affect it, it is pc-sible; 
but who can predict what is to be the future 
of euch a contest— what will yet turn up to 
disappoint *'l calculations' Whilst this party 
are occupied with their sole idea— the negro— 
they neglect the golden oppo. tunlty to save a 
distracted co untry. 

Oar Government does not seem, to 
jndge from the declarations of Its friends, the 
moel economical one In the world. It be {ran 
this Administration with the swindlicg Mor 
gan contracts, with the like plundering la St 
Louis under Fremont and McKlneterj; and 



all the departments. Keonomy mu3t be given 
ont to the whole public service as the order of 
the day. We trust that the d'spJacmect of 
Srnttor Hi e a* Chairman of the Naval 
Committee of the 8scate moars no shirk- 
leg of hi' vigilant investigations and critl- 
ehass of the Navy Department. They ouzht 
to b" coctlon'.d with the n'moat rigor. 
Equally so with the War Department and ell 
f t do' f. We bote tbat our Government ch»r 
itlrs will be strictly txtmtcrd, ard, if not ab- 
Bolnfely necessary, unsparingly cut eff 

Tbe people mutt insist through their repre 
sedatives on the most extct eco-omy and 
every possible retresvehment. 

Le: ns have trom ruie end of the service to 
tbe other a strict rryi>M« of ecrnomy, and we 
may be able to weaiuer this financial storm. 
T. ere Is no doubt in any fore;eeing mlcd of 
the fall of the Confederac) ; but tbe problem 
for Congress is to prevent It* dragging wlih 
It our own bankruptcy. 

No advice wss ever more appropriately 
given. Without enterins: Into the discussion 
of the honesty ot an Administration, one of 
who* a friends declared more money was per- 
mitted to be stolen In tbe first year ot its 
term than would have supported the Govern, 
ment any previous term, we will all agree 
with the Times that reform is nectssary. 

We must Mso »gree with the Implication of 
tbat jourtal that the removal ot Senator n . 
from hi* position on the naval committee is 
inythlcg bnt a tavorab)-- sign. Na ore doubts 
Hale's patriotism; no one doubts his integrity; 
and lastly, no one doubts bis entire devotion 
to Repub!lc»ni'm, evf n to radical Republican- 
ism. Neither Is bU ability or experience as • 
Senator call d In question. Th se are candid 
ly admlt'ed. We must, therefore, seek for 
the canse of bis removal elsewhere. It rices 
not take lntg to find it, when it Is remember- 
ed tbat. as chairman of tbe Naval Committee, 
his adhesion to pany has not prevented his 
expisure ot frauds in the naval departmeet. 
His larguage and r:ports have presented ary- 
tnirg bnt a spectacle of either economy 
or honesty in the conduct of the sflairs of the 
navy. He his been cen?ured by those of his 
party who hold that party allegiance should 
be beld superior to predict! honesty; »nd hit 
final removal cn'y shows a determination not 
to pursue lbc*3 investigations which he has 
so frequently ard tlcqnenily nr^ed as neces- 
sary to the good cf the country. It locks 
very much like the advicj of tbe Time*, so fir 
frcm being received or followed, is promptly 
rejactcd. 

It should be borne In mind that there have 
been a number of diffjrent report* from dif- 
ferent officials, all condemning frau^e, and all 
which reports have been nu'lili d. There was 
V*n Wyck'* report, the speech of Dawes, 
Frank Biair'* demand for an invee; ; ga'.l~-n of 
the Treasury Department, the report of Judg- 
Holt on tbe Missouri pe:u!a'.ion», ail of which 
I bave been smothered in committees or the

Showibo, 
bt Statistical Facts, thk SUPERIOR 
PROSPERITY and General Social Pro- 
gress Developed bt Slave Labor in 
Kentucky and Elsewhere. 



We And that the seven slave- h 
have 6,055 farms. Thtss farms, with their im 
provements and Implements, are worth »40, 
0-34,439— being over $6,000 each. In the white 
labor counties theri are 9 972 farms, which 
sot much more than half the number of wblte 
families, and these farms are worth $0,!'~2, cr >l 
or just 1 1,000 each. This is just 1508 for each 
family in the entire pcpulation. The average 
amonnt of Improved land in these wblte la 
bor farms is from 40 to 45 acres, and the aver 
age amount of unimproved land to 
farm Is very nearly 300 acre*. In the 
slave labor counties, the farms, which 
sre worth six or seven time* as much 
average 103 acres each ot impoved band 
and about 50 scree of unimproved. Every 
practical man knows the difference between 
lstge farms well stocked and highly cultivated 
by labor, and very small farms with meagre 
improvements and an inferior supply of stock. 
It is no wonder that the former raise six time* 
nuca wheat and five miUion more bushels 
of corn with the same laboring force; that 
force Is directed by superior intelligence, and 
aided by accumulated capital. Certainly no 
cbampioa of free labor and opponent of slave 
labor can deny, after this exhibition, that th 
slaveholders of Kentucky sre a body of ener- 
getic and industrious men, rrho know how to 
rk a* well as to direct. If the- say that 
slaveholders are not working men, then this 
Immense production is due to tbe 49,000 ne 
groes alone, and one negro laborer produces 
as much as four white laborers in the counties 
referred to. They cannot admit this, but they 
are compelled to admit that negro labor- 
er* and white master* form the moat 
powerful and •ucceeful arrangement ever 
devised for the production of wealth. This 
la the combination -which conquers the wilder 
ress snd makes It bloom as tbe rose. The 
slave-labor counties are tbe garden of the 
State. In tbem the amouat oi Improved land 
is over ttlieen acres to every white Inhabitant, 
with scarcely five acree of ibe unimproved, 
while la tha white labor counties the a ven ge 
is hardly four sere* of Improved land with 
twenty six of unimproved In the slave lsbor 
counties the same number of human beings 
cultivate more than twice as much land as in 
the white labor counties and raise a great deal 
more than twlcs as much from it. 

But, ssts the Aboll ionist.jou canaot manu- 
facture In s slave State. Slavery destroy* 
mechanical skill snd industry— it is fit only 
for tie corn field Look at your white-labor 
counties and observe their superiority Ii 
manufactures. Bee how much more Is pro 
dnced by tho nineteen thousand white fami- 
lies in their domestic labor* and la their 
workshop* and towns. Sueh has always Use*' 
ibe oulery of the Abolitionist*. Great lathe 
manufscuring wealth ol white labor— miser- 
able is the destitution of mechanical skill and 
industry In the tlave.labor State*.

olave-iabor counties, then, sre aa far ahead 
in manufactnriBg capital and prodecien a. 
they arc In agriculture. They are prosper, 
ous \n erorything. But there Is one t»lu*» 
ii which no one would e>psct them to txeel. 
The manufactures carried on In families— tbe 
jears, 1 ns?ys. and other m^nufectures ia fam 
ilies by which poor but ln<Juatrlou« farmers 
fill out the Intervals of farm labors. We woald 
not expect these primitive operations to be 

much al'sn ' .1 to •>-> bras .ml oroBtahle. 
fa-ms. Tbe census, however, »avs that of 
ma-ufactures In f-m'lle«, the wblte labor 
ccnoiiee produce $393 031, or $14 93 to each

borocgsly does this rerute the valor slander 
as to tbe Indolent rablts af srsTeboldin? fam- 
ilies. If we look for Indolence,. w« should

should seek for lnr1ci«r-c» la the white labor 
ount'*», where 113,000 raeop'e cultivate poorly 
uly 439 000 .cres-nol in the counties where 
be same t tal white and bltck populatloa cnl 
Ivates more than thrice aa much land, and In 
far superior manner. In five of these white- 
bor crnnties, the land was wvrrth less than 
two dollars per sere In 1S60, the average In 
Perry connty being $1 01. It thirteen of the 
Ighteen counties the vtlus is under ?3 per 
acre. 

Tbe outcry amon? Abolitionists about the 
roverty, bad farmia*r,igooranceaud unthrifti- 
nrss in slave States so far ss it has any four- 
dation in fact, res's upon observations made 
in white lsbor portiors of those States, where 
ffic's of slavery are not erjayed. Bnt 
he chl«f foundation of euch opinions is found 
In fanciful exaggeration*, maliclrns miarrpre- 
entation, and sometime*, too, in the common 
uropersl'.y to grumble snd Mod fault, which 
cii'zens of tbe border 8tates somstimes ever- 
e at the expense of their own communi- 
e*. 

Let ns new lock at the intellectual snd 
moral condition of the white labor snd slave- 
labor com'les. It h'.s h?eu so often repested 
by all closes cf antlsIaverT writers that 
slavery is unfriend'y to edacation, it I* no 
onder tbat it is ex ereivelv believed, or that 
lauaab e bnt shallow politicises like Mr. 
Sewa>d ap-ak cf r«Mrro slavery as destructive 
education and virtue among the whites. 
The first ssllent fsct to be observed i* that 
in »be sisve- labor countiea. N a popolstion of 
62,090 whites, there sre 3.247 over t*euty 
Tear* of aac who cannot read and write, or a 
little more than one ic twenty. In the 
wb Vr- labor counties. Its a population of 
LC9 988 the number who c mnot read and write 
I* 14,061, or more ttun one In eight. Ia the 
slave labor counties the total Income of edu 
ation wo* $114,505, which Is an expenditure 
by each family of $16 04. Ia the white labor 
severities the same income wes but $40,486, or 
$2 00 to each family. The slave-lsbor coun- 
ties, therefore, are Ave times as liberal In 
their expenditures for education. They hive 
sddltion to their p't^rtc schools, which 
am well maintained, 3,353 private pupils, 
while In tbe wMte-labor counties, wi h the 
exception ot Renter, Campbell and Owslev, 
here are no pupils at all at private schools 
The annual income of the pH-rite, tchools in 
the f lavehrlding counties Is $S7 958, while in 
tbe white labor counties It Is but $8 280. It is 
obvious, therefore, that the slave-labor coun- 
i-s I eve a spirit ard philanthropy in educa- 
tional matters which would sustain th.--r ir-. 
tellieesce wlthrut U^-lMive »ld, while In the 
white labor counties legislative aid Is Indls 
pfnsibl>, snd tbe people are not d'spaeed to 
do much bevond the llmlta of legislative ss 
siAUnce They hsve 44,405 whites between 
the ages of five and twenty years, and tbe 
total educational expenditure is but $40.43*— 
less than one dollar for each ef those who 
eed it— while in the slsve lsbor counties 
there sre 24,003 of that see, and the exr endi 
ure forthtlr education, $114,505, I* $4 75 for 
each. It Is rema'kable that the expendlmrs 
upon private schools in Bhelby and Scott 
couuties sloce is six thousand dollars more 
tbaa all the educational expenditares in the 
whole eighteen free- labor counties together. 
Jet Abolitionists will continue to repeat 
his slander, that negro slavery preven's wblte 
education. A large cumber ot tbem will not 
ad a book or notice a fact which refute* 
these stories, snd a sti'l larger number repeat 
without any misiivicxs the absurd stories aad 
groundless assertion* of their leader*. These 
Itcotsiderate dunes, however, are more excus 
able when we reflect that they aresurrouDded 
by falsehood from their infancy. In their 
churches acd schools, la their newspapers, in 
sccial intercourse and In their political meet 
Izgt, they hear the endless repetition of false- 
hoods which few ever contradict, ss but few 
bave any per* oral Interest in vindicaticic the 
character of the absent, and very few have any 
accura'e knowledare of tbe facta Maary of iair 
nd candid minds have been deluded into the 
ot tbe inferiority cf slaveholders in 
snd sccisl peos.r?s«, simply because 
s av.holders have not been suffl-JentlT Inter 
esttd In tbe question to fupp y tbem with 
adequate Information to correct such errors. 

When facts such ss tboee Just mentioned 
sre brought forward, there Is always seme 
cuMniti-y reply derived from shallow sophistry 
or from additional misrepresentation. The 
atewer an Abolitionist would make to these 
educational statistics, wtu'd be to admit the 
inferiority of white labor counties In slsve 
3tat«s, and assert that it was owing to slavery. 
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of lll,«Jl, with 34 per ceat. of the aumber 
held as sltvwe, th* aggTesrate value of their 
farms Is $2^,927,299. which vafae divided 
tag the white population (71,238) woald bj 
for each white Inhabitant $335.

By tbe same rule the deadly ei 
facts of slsvery might be traced north ot the 
Ohio river, snd sny deficiency of educa'lou 
there ml°bt be charged upon the deadly ltfla- 
ences of Kentucky slavery. Thus, for eatsim- 
ple we observe tbat in the white-labor coun- 
ty 'of Fairfield, Ohio, as In the white-labor 
counties ot Kentucky, there Is no income lor 
colleife*, ■academies and private schools,' 
and 'hat the total educational Income Is but 
$14 16 7 for a population between five and 
twenty years ol ll.rKS, which is $1 21 for each 
We refer to itue tact to show that the ex 
elusion of slave labor has the same effect 
everywhere; that It diminishes tho productive 
resource ■* ot the community, and thereby dis 
courages education and itcrtases the amoint 
of poverty, snfferlne and degradation among 
the white population.

H> re we have a clear demonstration of the 
woiderfnl » ff-cts produced by the addition of 
slave labor in promoting the prosperity of a 
community There is but little accumulation 
cf capital ia our country. During the long 
•gee of history accumulation* m'ght have 
been mtde whieh woald have made svery 
child that I* born heir to s large estate. Bnt 
war, profligacy and ostentatious luxury have 
so devastated tbe earth aad destroy 
ed the accumulations of time, that ecch 
generation is compelled almost to begin anew 
and carry on that struggle with want and suf- 
fering out of what barbarous nations aever 
emerge. Toil, anxiety, care, disease and dis- 
tress are the lot ot millions, snd ncder these 
cir:umstsnces the daily wants consnme the 
product of dally labor, and millions live from 
hand to meutb, having noaccumnlatlon to re- 
deem iheir posterity from the same unhappy 
slavery. A law, by great diligence and ec ■ co- 
rny, accumulate, very slowly, until thay have 
acquired some capital with which to operate. 
When slaveholdtng is general in the commu- 
nity every family has a capital on which to 
commence— a capital of labor, and every dili- 
gent and prudeot member of society grows 
rich. Men who, in the Northern Slates, toil 
twelve hours in every twenty-four and scarce 
ly realize that they are any better tfl at the 
eed of the year than at the bttrlnnlng— Door 
farraei s in New England who, ** Horace Mann 
described it (in conversation whea we lab', 
saw him), Ulnk themselves fortuos'e if they 
can make both ends meet and pay . IT tb-sir lit 
tie debts st ths end ot the year— sues men go 
Sou' h, and in a few years, with much less toil, 
become wealthy, cheerful, bcspitable clti 
sens without one farrow of care upon their 
ttces and with the ready smile whica sprisga 
trom cheerful prosperity snd contagious good 
tumor. Sach are tbe "Southern aristocrats, " 
into which many Ihoosand* of the sons of the 
North have been transformed by leaving their 
care-worn associate* and tV|psJ|BSj to a 
country where slavery d.ffoses prosperity, 
which Is more keenly etjoyed by the sld of a 
sanny sky and balmy atmosphere.
